D uring 1936, the national traffic slaughter w as 
scored aa 36,499 persons—human beings, loved one*. 
Tomorrow you. or your loved ones, or your friends 
rosy be dead or horribly maimed unless determ ined and 
intelligent action is taken today. We cannot ignore the 
hand of death th at sweeps our streets, 
But, we m ust not proceed with hysteria. 
The h it- 
and-m iss rules w on’t work. 
They will not atop death 
in this com m unity. 
A comprehensive program of tr a f ­ 
fic control, intelligently devised, rigorously enforced. 
is needed a t once. 
The pioneering has already been done. 
W e do not 
need blindly to atta ck our problem. 
We have been 
shown the way. 
The N ational Safety Council through 
y e a r s of careful, scientific study, has evolved plans of 
accident prevention that will positively bring results. 
Its program of control ha* been followed successfully 
in many cities throughout the country. Cities with a 
relatively high record of traffic deaths have reduced 
these deaths to a minimum. 
Evanston, Illinois; M il­ 
waukee, Wisconsin; Providence, R. I.; G rand Rapids. 
Mich., and mr.ny others, for instance, have brought 
their death rate* to an amazingly low level. 
W hat these and m any other cities have dons can 
also he accom plished in this county. 
Their successful 
experience can be our guide. 
A wise beginning in this program I* essential. W hy 
do the*# accident* occur?

occur? A clear, concise, detailed record of our accidents
